Every item appearing in ENGINEERING NEWS-RECORD is indexed with the exception of certain 
Briefs (such as Labor Briefs, Careers) and of Obituaries. 


All articles are indexed alphabetically by subject. Under each heading entries are listed 
chronologically. 


Many important headings are divided into sub-headings, e.g., BRIDGES—by states or countries; 
CITIES—by name; BUILDINGS —by type (churches, garages, etc.). 


The latter part of this index contains names of authors, personalities and companies. Here are 
listed the names of people who are the subject of articles; names of authors of by-lined articles 
and published letters; and names of firms about which articles were written. Individuals or firms 
merely mentioned in feature articles dealing with various construction projects are seldom in 
dexed by their names. 


Items that describe new materials and equipment, including Product Briefs, are indexed under the 
PRODUCTS & EQUIPMENT heading, with many subheadings according to subject. Entries start 
with the manufacturer’s name and city in case of all items appearing in the Products section of 
the magazine. 


Entries concerning only particular projects or firms are not repeated under the general heading. 
For example, an article about the Smith Construction Co. appears only in the NAMES section of 
the Index and will not be found under the heading: CONTRACTORS. A news item about bonds 
issued for the New Jersey Turnpike will be listed in the New Jersey section of HIGHWAYS and 
will not be found under: CONSTRUCTION, ® Financing, where general stories on bonds are listed.
